Not a few of this collection may be cori- 
fidered as fpecimens of what the munifi- 
cence of Sovereigns could produce, when 
the embellifhments of literature conftituted 
their favourite relaxations, and where are 
tifts of the greateft talents were ftimulated 


to exert them. Such, among others, are 


the numbers remarked as belonging to the 


library of Claude d’Urfé, originally formed 
by the accomplifhed Diana of Poiétiers; 
who availed herfelf of the devotion of two 
Kings of France, to enrich her own 
library with the choiceft treafures of 


theirs. 


An opportunity like this, which now 
offers itfelf to amateurs in general, as well 


as to Royal and public libraries, it is mo 
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rally impoffible fhould ever return. Let — 
it be remembered, that to acquire a few 
only of fuch books as give celebrity toa 
library, requires a coincidence of diligence 
and good fortune, combined with much 
time and expence; and the articles here 

inferted, are generally of that defcrip- 


tion. 


In the notices interfperfed, I have con- 
fined myfelf to the particulars leaft known ; 
premifing, however, that the books which 
may be looked upon as fhades in this ca- 
talogue, are ftudioufly brought forward 
to diftinguifh others. It mutt alfo be 
obferved, for the information of thofe who 
may be {trangers to the unequalled care, 


tafte, and expence with which thefe books 
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were collected, that moft of them were 
bound by De Rome, who»was liberally 
encouraged by .Mr. Paris to exert his ut-— 
moft {kill in adorning a library fo exqui- 


fite and matchlefs.

cording to the ufe of the Roman church, is one of the 
richeft illuminated books which exift. Befides the 
great merit in the execution of the miniatures, it 
has that of having belonged to Francis I. king of 
France, and each page decorated with the device and 
cypher of this monarch. 


This ineftimable MS. contains 200 pages, writ inRoman 
characters, upon the fineft vellum, each page enclofed 
in a golden cord, and the letter F. with a crown over 
it, interfperfed throughout, painted in gold,’ blue, red 
or purple. In many pages are the arms of France, in 
others a falamander in the fire, with his head crowned. 
Francis the Firft is faid to have taken this device to 
exprefs his bravery in fupporting equally his good or 
bad fortune; "tis fometimes accompanied with this 
motto, Nuwtri/co et extinguo. Weare at a lofs how to 
give a fatisfactory idea of the beauty and richnefs of the 
admirable paintings with which this book is orna- 
mented. 


. The compofition is entirely different from what we fee in 
other books of this kind, the drawing is more correct, 
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~ and the tints more varied than could be expected at that 
period, fo that it has been fuppofed the book being unfi- 
nifhed, they may have been executed by fome great artift 
of the laftcentury ; they reprefent the following objects :
